GROUND RENTS AND LOCAL RATING. 

Mr. Samuel R. Henry, Chairman of the 
Portstewart Urban District Couneil. in his 
paper on “The Assessment of Ground Rents 
ior Local Rating Purposes,” said that aA 
tesident Magistrate in Belfast recently 
stated in Court “that the middle classes 
are almost ground out of existence by taxa- 
tion.” This ‘remark was surely justified, 
as their-rates since the passing of the Local 
Government Act, 1908, had in matry cases 
trebled in amount. : 

“ My object, he said, “is to suggest a 
broader and more equitable basis of rating, 
which will embrace the ground rents of land- 
fords in all our districts, but more particu- 
larly in our urban areas. Our present system 
of rating places upon the occupiers of pro-* 
perty the entire burden of all local and county 
rates. These must be increased in proportion 
to the improvements carried out, such as 
water supply, sewerage, maintenance’ and 
widening of roads, lighting, etc. The ground 
landlord, as a rule, not only contributes no- 
thing to the cost of these improvements, but 
by reason of these works, carried out at the 
expense of the community, he demands and 


obtains an increased ground rent on any lands 
adjoining these improvements. 


‘The owner of vacant land in proximity 


to any of our towns holds it as waste land, 
knowing that as the population increases and 
public money is spent, the value of the land 
will increase without any effort on his part, 
and later on he can get 4 

increased value. An acre of such land, value 
for less than twenty shillings per acre, thus 
becomes building ground, for. which £20° ór 
more per year is obtained, the increase in value |: 
being the result of money spent by the com- |:

A land- 
lord was no more entitled to be salted than 
the grocer or the butcher... Why it was that 
other investors were not pilloried it was diffi- 
cult to say. There was no reason, in his 
opinion, why the conference should adopt such 
a resolution. It was a question oí Socialism, 
and the Association was not Socialistic. 

Mr. McMillan supported the resolution, and 
an animated debate followed. 

The resolution was passed by 19 votes to 
16. Many delegates did not vote. 

FIRE-FIGHTING. - 

In his paper on “The Fire Brigade,’’ Mr. 
W. M. Cronin, Town Clerk of Newry, stated 
that it was brought; home to the Newry 
Municipal Council some years age in a very 
forcible manner that antiquated fire-fighting 
methods “were rather costly, “and, that fire 
losses not only adversely affected insurance 
companies, but the entire community, 
especially the working classes... Two of their 
principal industrial concerns having been 
destroyed by fire were not replaced, with a 
resultant loss to the local rates of about 4d. 
in the pound, and a serious loss of employ- 
inent to many workpeople. ‘This experience, 
however, soon caused the Council to take 
steps to have their fire brigade reorganised, 
properly equipped and made capable cl 
rendering prompt. and efficient service when 
called upon. bd 

The first step taken in this connection was 
to secure the services of a tompetent fire 
brigade superintendent, upon whose recom- 
mendation important additions were made to 
the equipment of the brigade. Although the 
brigade rendered on many subsequent occa- 
sions excellent services, it was found to be 
greatly handicapped by the delay that arose 
in getting the steam engine conveyed to the 
scene of the fire in eonsequence of its being 
a horse-drawn vehicle, and the earliest 
opportunity was therefore’ availed of to 
procure a powerful motor Feb; which is 
always in readiness to be quickly driven te 
the scene of a five, and ig capable of, conveying 
a number of firemen with suitable first-aid 
appliances. Further minor equipment has 
been added from time to time, and the 
brigade is. now adequately furnished «nd 
thoroughly capable of nee with any 
ordinary outbreak of fire—indeed, clear proof 
of this has been given on many occasions. 

PERSONNEL AND EQUIPMENT. 

Giving particulars relating, to . Newry 
Municipal Fire Brigade, he stated that the 
personnel was a superintendent, who obtained 
a wide experieuce as a professional fireman 
in -English fire brigades; a second officer 
(volunteer), who has been associated with the 
brigade for upwards of thirty years; twelve 
part-time firemen, most of whom are in the 
service cf the Urban Council in various other 
departmen's, and two call-boys. “The firemen 
are appointed by the Fire Brigade Committee 
in consultation with the superintendent. 
Equipment—One “-Leyland” motor __ fire 
engine (500-700 gallons per minute capacity), 
carrying first aid fittings; one Merry weather 
steam fire engine (300 gallon capacity), one 
80-feet fire escape (“Clear-view ” pattern), 
extension ladders. hook-belts, life-line and 
jumping sheet, with upwards of 2,000 feet 
of canvas hose, stand pipe. branches, nozzles, 
etc, Fach member of the Brigade is supplied 
with uniform consisting of fire tunic, water- 
proof trousers, top boots, belt, axe, helmet 
and cap. The uniforms are kept at the fire 
station on suitable racks, and on receiving 4 
eall the men proceed to the station and don 
their equipment. 

The estimated standing expenses in respect 
of the Brigade total (including loan charges) 
£547, which represents a charge of 4d. in the 
£ on the rates. —

An instance ts given of a house 
costing £450, which should produce a rent of 
860 14s. Od. I think if some sort of factor, 
euch as given above, could be introduced, it 
would to a large extent solve the problem of 


the high rents charged 


tenements; At the present time some houses 
only are restricted in rents, and this in its 
effect produces unfair treatment to some 
owners. I know of a case where a house 
costing £850 is producing only £55 Qs. Od. 
This, according to the handbook, is only 
about half what the house is worth. 
another case a man bought a “tenement ”’ 
house for £700, and he gets about £120. 
These facts clearly show that the evil of high 
rents is: nut met by acts of restriction . 

It would be a graceful compliment to the 
Commissioners oí the Borough if the figures 
given in the handbook could be considered 
by the Town Tenants’ Commission as forming 
some basis to determine what is a just rent. 
At present to buy an old house is not an

PDECONTROL IN IRISH FREE 
STATE, 


Relations between landlords and tenants 
in the Irish Free State were varied yester- 
day, when one of the provisions of the 
Increase of Rent and Mortgage Interests 
Restrictions Act came into operation. Tho 
efiect of the Act is to decontrol the rents 
of houses and parts of houses that are let 
to tenants where the standard rent with 
valuation does not exceed, in the Dublin 
Metropolitan area, £40, and elsewhere in 
the Irish Free State, £30. 

This means that landlords of houses and 
parts of houses so let and valúed are now 
free to sne for possession in cases where 
the contracts of tenancy have been ended 
by notice to quit, or otherwise. Landlords 
are also permitted to enter into new con- 
tracts with their tenants at any rent the 
tenants may be willing to pay. 

It a landlord decides to raise the rent 
of a house to which these conditions apply, 
the tenant has.:no option but to pay the 
higher rent, or leave,the house. 

A year hence the decontrol legislation 
will apply to houses in which the valua- 
tion does not exceed in Dublin £30, and 
elsewhere £25. In June, 1929, further 
decontro] will affect houses with a standard 
rent of £25 in Dublin and £20. ip other 
parts of the Irish Free State.

THE SHIP-SIZE. FACTOR.

GENEVA, Friday.

It has been felt necessary by the British 
Delegation to dispel any suspicion that 
there is the slightest desire in any quarter 
to manoeuvre for superiority. 

Mr. Bridgeman, in a statement to the 
Press to-day, declared that no attempt 
whatever was being made in this direc- 
tion, the definite purpose of the Con- 
ference being to abolish naval competi- 
tion, which constituted the chief danger 
of the present time. He added, however, 
that it could be done only by securing 
the limitation in size of vessels in each 
category. It might be possible, he said, 
to arrive at an agreement on tonnage ; 
but whatever might be done in this 
direction, it would have no value unless 
the individual size of the ships was 
definitely limited also. He made it quite 
clear that this applied to capital ships, 
not less than to the classes specified in 
thé United States proposals, and declared 
that the British Delegation could not go 
home until this question had been dis- 
cussed.

MR. BRIDGEMAN’S VIEW. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Friday. 

Some interesting statements in regard 
to the, present position at the Three-Power 
Naval Conference were made to the inter- 
national Press correspundents here to-day 
by Mr. Bridgeman, the first British dele- 
gate, who was accompanied by Viscount 
Cecil. The purpose of the interview was 
not so much to make a declaration, as to 
answer questions regarding the position at 
the end of the week’s discussions, and to 
try to dispel some suspicions, and clear 
up some misapprehensions. 

To-day, said Mr. Bridgeman, we are be- 
ginning to make progress in finding 
common ground, and, as explanations pro- 
ceed, more common ground comes into 
view. The talks of the experts have 
cleared up some differences, and those re- 
maining are very much diminished. The 
greatest frankness and openness are the 
keynote of our policy, and there cannot be 
much doubt in regard to the main points 
which we are trying to secure. 

We are not here, he said, to try to 
secure some distinct superiority for our 
own country, but merely to ask for what is 
necessary for our defence. No one will 
find us attempting to acquire for our- 
selves superiority over others; but if the 
conference is to do any good, and if we 
are to do away with the race in shipbuild- 
ing, which is the greatest danger before 
us, it can only be by agreeing to limit 
size in each category, although any agree- 
ment may be reached on tonnage. 


BATTLESHIPS. 

Replying to a question as to a further 
limitation of the size of battleships, and 
the extension of the life of such ships, 
Mr. Bridgeman said :—There ought to be 
a large measure of agreement in regard to 
our suggestions.

THE LATEST DEVELOPMENT. 

The latest Army trouble at Bourglastic 
is worse than that at Bourges last week. 
At Bourglastic eight hundred soldiers re- 
belled during a. 25-day reservist encamp- 
ment. Singing the “ Jnternationale’’ and 
the ‘‘ Carmagnole,’” and shouting “ Down 
with Painlevé ' and '' Down with military 
training,” they made prisoners pf their 
officers. Later when the officers asked. the 
General’s permission to punish the regi- 
ments, he withheld it.

FRENCH COAL IMPORTERS’ 
ARGUMENTS.

PARIS, Friday. 

The syndicate of French coal importers 
has sent a letter, signed by M. Victor 
Miral,~ its President, to all French 
Senators and deputies, calling on them to 
vote against the bill to enact the coal 
embargo decree of May 25 last, which 
measure will eventually come up for dis- 
cussion in Parliament unless the decree is 
withdrawn. — 

The decree in question provides for the 
importation of coal and lignite under a 
system of licences, with a view to favour- 
ing French collieries, and has been widely 
criticised ‘both in France and Great 
Britain. 

After adducing arguments to prove that 
the decree is constitutionally ultra vires, 
the importers’ syndicate declares that it 
may create difficulties for France with 
foreign countries, while disorganising the 
country’s normal supply of coal, and 
running counter to the Government's 
policy of reducing the cost of living. 

Particular attention is drawn to the 
fact that retaliation on the part of Great 
Britain on French products like wines, 
silks and other manufactures would strike 
a grave blow at the French export trade.

EVENTS IN CHINA. 


) 
PUZZLING SITUATION. 


& & 


The Times-in a leading article says :— 
No sun, not even the white sun that is 
depicted on the banners of the Nationalist 
Armies, has yet broken through the clouds 
that continually hover over China. Scenes 
change; names, positions, loyalties and 
| Objectives apparently differ from day to 
day. The civil war drags on, but the 
promise of an immediate decision is again 
indefinitely deferred. On the Yangtse 
there was a sharp and urgent note of 
crisis, entirely novel, in the slow and 
gradual vicissitudes of China. That ncte, 
it appears, has now been toned down to 
the customary Chinese scale. Many things 
happened on the Yangtse. The tragedy 
appeared to be reaching its climax. The 
dénouement that might have decided the 
fate of China for many years was almost 
within sight when China, after its in- 
veterate habit, evaded it. The decision 
was postponed. 

The conflict, after flickering awhile 
along the great central river, passed into 
new forms in an obscure northward move- 
ment. Armies are pressing on, waiting, 
or falling back. It is possible to make a 
more or less plausible catalogue of mili- 
tary movements, with names of, captured 
towns rarely heard of before The 
Southerners have advanced, and, it seems, 
are still advancing here and there.. And 
who are the Southerners now? The 
Northerners are said to be resisting their 
advance, but who now are the 
Nortberners? The new front lies along 
the Hoang Ho or Yellow River, just south 
of the Province of Chihli, in which Peking 
and Tientsin are situated. 

Some phases of these movements along 
the Yellow River have aroused anxiety in 
Peking and Tientsin, but for the moment 
Chinese and foreigners, both in the capital 
and its port, seem to have resumed their 
habitual attitude towards the endless pers 
plexities in China. Things that seemed 
certain a few months ago seem less certain 
now, and whether some Southern or sone 
Northern faction achieves a temporary 
victory, it hardly appears possible that 
such a victory would mean the end of the 
conflicts and the wars. Settlement, deci- 
sion, the establishment of a strong 
Government ruling over a united and pro- 
gressive China—such achievements are not 
yet even dimly visible among the shifting 
clouds. The despatch of British troops to 
Shanghai for the protection of British 
nationals had an effect that even yet can 
hardly be estimated in checking the worst 
extravagances of Cantonese operations on 
the Yangtse, of which a hint was given in 
Nanking. 

The Japanese have despatched troops to 
Shantung to protect their nationals in 
that region, and incidentally to remind 
the combatants of the existence of very 
important Japanese interests in Northern 
China. The Nationalists have raised an 
outcry, and are trying to organise a boy- 
cott of Japanese trade. This half-hearted 
effort in connection with the Communist 
reverse and the nearness of Manchuria 
suggest that the conflict in the North 
will be very different in form from the 
conflict on the Yangtse. The Japanese, 
like’others, are on the watch for a genuine 
Chinese Nationalism free from the Com- 
munist virus. Such a Nationalism may 
possibly be evolved in the new phase, ‘but 
the process will take time.

THE LAPSING OF THE 
AGREEMENT.

BERLIN, Friday. 

It is assumed here that the three months’ 
provisional trade agreeinent between France 
and Germany will lapse on June 30ih without 
there being anything to take its place. The 
German proposal for an interim agréement, 
outlined by Herr Curtius, Minister of 
Economic Affairs, in his recent speech at 
Hamburg, was rejected by the French dele- 
gates,. who in their turn proposed what 
amounted to no more than a prolongation of 
the existing agreement until March Ist, 1928, 
in view of the delay in the passage of the 
new French Tariff Bill. This, however, was 
regarded as an arrangement which had been 
proved to be disadvantageous to Germany, and 
the proposal was rejected. 

It is considered out of the question that 
any sort of arrangement can be patched up 
before July Ist, and that trade between the 
two. countries will consequently no lonzer he 
regulated by anv special agreement. But it 
is pointed out here that this state of affairs 
will, in fact. change the situation very little, 
since not more than 15 to 20 per cent. of the 
German exports to France and French exports 
to Germany are affected by the reductions in 
force under the existing temvorary arrange 
ment. The remaining 80 to 85 ner cent. have 
all the time been .subiect to the French 
maximum and the. German autonomous tariffs. 


AFFORESTATION IN 
AUSTRALIA. 


SCOTTISH IMMIGRATION 
SCHEME.

ADELAIDE, Friday. 

The Premier announced this afternoon 
that the British Government had approved 
the afforestation scheme for the south-eastern 
districts submitted by the Development and 
Migration Commission, and had granted a 
loan of £358,250 for the planting of ap- 
proved softwoods, chiefly the pinus insignis, 
on a minimum area of 50,000 acres, for a 
period of ten years. 

The three reserves where operations are 
proposed, the Premier said, comprise ap- 
proximately 56,000 acres, of which 9,000 are 
already planted. It is estimated that it will 
be necessary to repurchase about 100,000 
acres in addition, allowing for firebreaks and 
unsuitable land. The Government hopes to 
lace a number of British immigrants in 
ese districts, and a local Scottish society 
is organising a scheme by which Scots may 
take up farming blocks in this rich country.
